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Fightback over 
market savings 
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FURIOUS market trad¬ 
ers have launched a 
campaign to “save Ely’s 
markets”. 

The Support Ely Mark¬ 
et protest was formed 
just days after the Weekly 
News last week revealed 
that city’s market traders 
were the latest group to 
fall victim to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s (ECDC) cost 
cutting drive. 

In a bid to strip £31,000 from 
this year’s budget, the cash- 
strapped authority told stall¬ 
holders they would have to 
purchase their own stalls. 

Traders, regardless of their 
age or fitness, would also have 
to set them up themselves. For 
years, the council has provided 
stalls and workers have erected 
them for traders to sell their 
wares. But those arrangements 
will end in April. 

Horrified traders, who are 
angry they were not consulted 
on the cuts, have blasted the 
move and have warned it could 


“destroy” the Thursday, Satur¬ 
day and special occasion 
markets. 

More than 1,320 people have 
signed a petition in just five 
days, calling on the council to 
reverse its decision. 


But Fred Brown, leader of 
ECDC, told the Weekly News 
“it’s a done deal”. 

He added: “There is no lee¬ 
way in it at all. I would rather 
make a few changes to Ely’s 
markets than have to make 


more people at the council 
headquarters redundant.” 

However, market traders say 
they will continue to put press¬ 
ure on the authority ahead of 
its full council meeting later 
this month. 


Dozens of traders have said 
the cuts will force them to give 
up trading, with many more 
saying the changes will effect 
what and how they sell. 
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Traders’ chairman in 
holiday let proposal 

TOURISTS could soon be checking in to 
new facilities on Ely’s Forehill. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the 
city’s traders’ association, wants to 
provide a holiday let at the back of her 
home. 

Plans have been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, which 
focus on renovating an old outbuilding 
into facilities for a holiday let. 

Mrs Griffin-Singh said: “The building is a 
lovely little place which I just use to 
store things in. It would be lovely to 
make better use of it.” 

A decision on the proposals is expected 
within the next two months.

Flu sites 
close as 
cases fall 

ANTI-VIRAL collection 
points across Cambridge¬ 
shire have been closed 
with a reduction in the 
number of people need¬ 
ing treatment for swine 
flu. 

However, people can 
still collect their medi¬ 
cation, if they need to, 
from Ely. 

The anti-viral collect¬ 
ion point is based atTesco 
Pharmacy on Angel 
Drove. 

Lincoln Sargeant, pub¬ 
lic health consultant at 
NHS Cambridgeshire, 
said: “Since our anti-viral 
collection points opened 
in Cambridgeshire last 
year, we have been care¬ 
fully monitoring the 
numbers of people who 
have been visiting the 
centres to collect anti¬ 
virals. 

“Nationally, the esti¬ 
mated numbers of swine 
flu cases have decreased, 
which has also been the 
case locally. 

“As a result we have 
made the decision to 
reduce the number of 
anti-viral collection 
points in Cambridgeshire, 
while ensuring that we 
still provide access for all 
four locations, seven days 
a week, to people who 
need anti viral medi¬ 
cation.” 

Ely’s anti-viral coll¬ 
ection point is open seven 
days a week. 


Call for answers over 
axed city bus services 
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A TRANSPORT boss is 
demanding answers over 
cuts to the region's bus 
services. 

Cllr Philip Eden, the City of 
Ely Council’s transport rep¬ 
resentative, is furious with the 
lack of public consultation 
regarding the cuts. 

In fact, he claims there has 
been no consultation at all. 

His comments come after 
the Weekly News last week re¬ 
vealed that the Ely town ser¬ 
vice, 9A, will be axed as of next 
month. 

Also, the X9 and 9 routes 
between Ely and Cambridge, 
which currently run half-hourly 
all day long, will only operate 
hourly at off-peak times. 

The number 10 between 
Cambridge, Burwell and New¬ 
market is also being reduced 
from half-hourly to hourly off- 
peak. 

The new timetable will come 
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into force on February 14 as 
part of alterations being made 
to services across the county. 

Stagecoach, which runs the 
majority of the region’s ser¬ 
vices, announced the cuts last 
week. 

But Cllr Eden, who is also 
chairman of the City of Ely 
Perspective, has written to 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s passenger transport man¬ 
ager, Paul Nelson to demand an 
explanation. 

Despite the authority ass¬ 
uring bus users that it would be 
looking at how to “help fill in 
the gaps” in the service, Cllr 
Eden insists the public are 
being left in the lurch. 

His letter read: “I now sadly 
find myself writing yet again 
regarding the proposed chan¬ 
ges to bus services in Ely. 


“This is regrettable but 
comes in the absence of any 
consultation whatsoever, 
despite many ideas being 
forwarded to you and plenty of 
opportunities being given, 
albeit in the short period 
available. 

“Regardless of how little time 
is left, I urge you to reconsider 
whatever options have been 
chosen, and not least, comm¬ 
unicate with the communities 
you are trying to serve.” 

Philip Norwell, commercial 
director for Stagecoach in 
Cambridgeshire, said the cuts 
were being made due to the 
recession but did not comment 
about what consultations had 
or had not been carried out. 

The county council says it is 
only given 56 days notice about 
the changes. 

Mr Nelson said: “Operators 
give local authorities 56 days 
notice when they are making 
changes and the first job for the 


council is to analyse the impact 
these changes will have. 

“In that short period it is 
totally unrealistic for the 
council to also consult with 
everybody who is affected by 
those changes - district, parish 
and county councillors, and 
most importantly bus pass¬ 
engers. 

“We are talking about the 
operators making changes to 
30 routes across the county 
here, an inordinate workload 
for us in such a short time. 

“We have already said that 
we are trying to put in miti¬ 
gating arrangements for some 
of the services, where possible, 
with a limited budget that is 
being cut by Government due 
to the national debt. 

“It would be wrong for us to 
make any announcement until 
we have confirmation from the 
body that authorises changes 
to be made.”

Many are also 
worried about how 
they will transport 
their own stalls to the 
markets. 

Haddenham resi¬ 
dent Jane Howell, 
who used to sell 
jewellery on markets 
in Saffron Walden, is 
backing the traders’ 
fight. 

She said: “The 
stallholders only 
found out by chance 
about this decision, 
which for a sig¬ 
nificant number will 
force them not only 
out of the market, 
but also out of busi¬ 
ness. 

“Half the craft and 
collectibles market 
and a third of the 
farmers’ market will 
not be able to cont¬ 
inue. 

“ECDC has ob¬ 
viously not thought 
this through. 

“It is heavily in 
debt but still pur¬ 
suing the Ely Mast¬ 
erplan with all the 
costs involved for 
taxpayers while the 
very heart of what 
makes Ely such an 
attractive place for 
residents, visitors, 
and tourists is being 
jeopardised.” 

There were also 
rumours that the 
authority was plan¬ 
ning on selling the 
land on Ely’s Barton 
Road, where the 
stalls are kept, in a 
bid to make more 
money. 

But Cllr Brown 
said the council had 
no intention of 
selling the land “at 
this stage”. 

Petition forms 
from the campaign 
can be found in a 
number of post 
offices across the 
region. 

The traders will 
also be out in force at 
today’s and the next 
Saturday’s market. 

Mrs Howell added: 
“If you feel as incen¬ 
sed as we do please 
find the time to 
come to the markets 
and sign the petit¬ 
ion.”

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A COUNCILLOR from Ely 
has come under fire over 
“insulting” comments made 
about one of the city’s pri¬ 
mary schools. 

Furious families are demanding 
an apology from Liberal Democrat 
Sue Austen after “highly derog¬ 
atory” comments were made in a 
party newsletter. 

Cllr Austen, who represents Ely 
West ward on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, was featured in 
the Liberal Democrats’ recent 
Winter Focus leaflet regarding 
Spring Meadow Infant and Nursery 
School. 

In order to cater for growing 
pupil numbers in the city, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council ex¬ 
panded the school in September 
last year by building a new mobile 
classroom. 

The temporary facility means 
more pupils who require a place 
can get into the school, located on 
the city’s High Barns estate. 

But the article states that the 
mobile home means “Ely children 
will be forced to learn in sub¬ 
standard accommodation”. 

The comment was printed in the 
leaflet alongside a picture of Mrs 
Austen standing outside the school. 

Parents with children at the

school are furious about the 
remarks. 

Angela Kerridge, from Ely, said: 
“Whilst it is the oldest of the 
schools locally it is not sub¬ 
standard in any way. 

“The mobile already on site is 
brand new, very well equipped and 
with an excellent experienced 
teacher. 

“I hope Mrs Austen will have the 
good manners to apologise in 
person to the parents and staff for 
the ill-judged and insulting comm¬ 
ents. 

“I know the school well - my 
younger son completed his infant 
education there and I happily await 
my grandson’s admission in due 
course.” 

Another parent, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Every¬ 
thing about the school is up to 
standard, from the school itself to 
the teachers that work there, hence 
its popularity in Ely. 

“I think it is appalling and there 
are many parents out there who 
would like some sort of explan¬ 
ation, as well as an apology.” 

A spokeswoman for the school 


confirmed that parents “were not 
happy” about the comments made 
but refused to comment further. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Mrs Austen, who claims she has 
received a “horrible” email from the 
school’s governors, is refusing to 
apologise. 

She said: “I have no reason to 
apologise because it was not me 
who said it. The comment was 
written in the Liberal Democrat 
leaflet by the party’s team who put 
the articles together. 

“I know a lot of people whose 
children go to Spring Meadow and I 
am aware just how popular it is. 

“At the end of the day, I have not 
criticised the education at the 
school, I am simply saying that 
mobile homes are not the perm¬ 
anent answer to providing new 
classrooms.” 

Cllr David Harty Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for learning, said: “Pupil numbers 
continue to grow and we expanded 
Spring Meadow Infant School. 

“This move meant that all 4- 
year-olds in Ely who required a 
place in one of our primary schools 
were able to access one - a move 
that was widely welcomed at the 
time. 

“Although the extra places are 
initially in temporary accomm¬ 
odation, this is a new mobile class¬ 
room of the highest quality - as it 
has to be to meet stringent require¬ 
ments.”

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Addict was found dead 
at family home by sister 


A HEROIN addict was found 
dead, with a hypodermic need¬ 
le sticking out of his arm, by his 
sister, an inquest heard. 

Ian Fenn, 27, died on the 
sofa at his family home in 
Fenfields, Barway. His parents 
were on holiday at the time. 

He had been dead for six 
days before he was eventually 
found by his sister, Katie on 
October 2 last year. 

David Osbourne, coroner for 
North and East Cambridge¬ 
shire, held an inquest into his 
death last Thursday. 

Pc Andrew McKean attended 
the scene alongside other offi¬ 
cers after receiving the call 
from Mr Fenn’s sister. 

In a statement, he said: “I 
entered the bungalow and 
walked through the hallway 
and into the living room. 


“There, we found Mr Fenn 
lying on his right side on the 
sofa. 

“There was a hypodermic 
needle sticking out his right 
arm.” 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Fenn, who worked as a farm 
labourer, had battled with an 
intravenous heroin addiction 
and methadone habit since 
September 2000. 

Post mortem examinations 
identified both drugs in his 
body. 

Coroner Osbourne con¬ 
cluded that Mr Fenn died of a 
drugs overdose. 

He recorded a verdict of 
death as a result of dependent 
abuse of drugs. 

Mr Fenn’s family did not 
attend the inquest.

Transport works cut ‘to 
top up guided bus funds’

PROJECTS aimed at reducing 
congestion in Ely’s city centre are 
being slashed ‘to help cover a 
massive overspend on the Cam¬ 
bridge to St Ives guided busway’. 

The projects, which include cycling and 
walking initiatives designed to discourage 
people from driving into Ely, were all 
included in a £lmillion package of 
transport plan funding. 

Cambridgeshire County Council had set 
the cash aside for local transport and 
community safety projects across the 
region. 

But after busting the £116m guided 
busway budget, opposition Liberal 
Democrats claim the cash is now being set 
aside to complete works on the cont¬ 
roversial development. 

And while the Conservative-run council 
has said the funding cuts are “not related 
specifically” to the project, bosses have 
admitted that if developer contributions 
fall short, it could be. 

Just some of the projects that will be cut 
include: 

■ the A142/Lancaster Way survey; 

■ Ely, cycling and walking, High Barns to 
Lynn Road improvement; 

■ Ely, walking, pedestrian accessibility 
survey; 

■ Ely, cycling, western boundary improve¬ 
ments; 

■ Ely, cycling, publicity map; 


■ Ely, public transport, infrastructure/real 
time bus information improvements; 

■ school safety measures in Parsons Lane, 
Littleport; 

■ school safety measures in Sand Street, 
Soham; 

■ school safety measures in Main Street, 
Little Downham; and 

■ footway improvements in Carter Street, 
Fordham. 

Lib Dems have blasted the cuts, saying 
the guided busway will deliver “no real 
benefit to the people of Ely”. 

The party also claims the county council 
has broken its promise not to spend 
taxpayers’ money on the guided busway. 

Ely county councillor Nigel Bell said: 
“These cuts to the Market Town Strategy 
Fund have hit East Cambs particularly 
hard. 

“The whole programme has practically 
ground to a halt, as the money is no longer 
there.” 

He added: “The guided busway will bring 
little benefit to this part of the county. Why 
on earth should our community be footing 
the bill for it?” 

South East Cambridgeshire Lib Dem 
parliamentary candidate, Jonathan 
Chatfield, said: “It is completely un¬ 
acceptable that people from these parts 
should be paying through the nose for a 
busway which has no relevance to them. 

“The projects being postponed although 
small, matter to local people. Pedestrian 
accessibility matters. 

“The safety improvements on the AJ42 
are urgently needed, as is improved real 
time information on our bus services.

“But all of these are being set aside to pay 
for the blundering busway. 

“The Conservative county council has a 
lot to answer for. After all, three Tory 
leaders promised not to do this.” 


However, Roy Pegram, the county 
council’s cabinet member for growth, 
infrastructure and strategic planning, said: 
“These reductions are not related spec¬ 
ifically to the busway. 

“In fact, they are part of the council's 
overall budgeting this year which reflects 
the cuts we expect the Government will 
make in the amount of transport funding 
we receive because they bailed out the 
banks. 

“We are taking a prudent approach to 
managing our finances, which is exactly 
what the public expect from the admin¬ 
istration. 

“We are aiming to cover any potentially 
higher costs of the busway scheme with 
developer funding, but we have already 
openly said that we are also setting aside 
some of the money that Government gives 
us for transport projects. 

“Should this money not be needed, we 
will spend it on transport schemes in future 
years.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, said: “All local 
authorities are facing extreme financial 
pressures across the country and it is no 
surprise that some services and projects 
are being looked at. 

“However, the reductions being put 
forward by the county council are not 
related specifically to the busway. 

“The busway will bring huge benefits to 
the whole of Cambridgeshire when it 
opens, forming the basis of a transport 
infrastructure which will allow the county 
to concentrate on economic growth rather 
than being stuck on the congested A J4.”

Muddle from 
start to end 

Sir, What a muddle at the recent 
community services committee 
meeting of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The Tory administration’s agenda 
proposals on the very important 
budget items clearly had not been 
discussed, either with the so-called 
partners or (as became apparent 
during the debate) even with the 
councillor members of the 
committee. 

One item to save £2,000 suddenly 
became an item to cost £8,000 and 
was hastily withdrawn. The proposal 
to bring the arts service in-house had 
no justification figures but was 
alleged to save £25,000. However, 
due to public protests the 
Conservative administration’s 
proposal was reversed during the 
week before the meeting and a new 
proposal was put to members just an 
hour before the meeting started. 
Apparently, ADeC, with a financial 
gun to their head, had been forced to 
agree to a halving of their grant over 
the next two years. 

The final muddle was a proposal to 
save £3,300 by decimating the Ely 
market. When it looked like even the 
normally compliant Tory councillors 
would throw out this proposal, it was 
suddenly announced that we were 
really saving £28,000 although no 
justification was made for this claim. 
Even the vote at the end of the 
meeting was a muddle, with standard 
voting procedure having to be 
explained to the chairman. How 
could anyone be expected to vote for 
such a half-baked mess? 

This whole procedure would 
normally have been debated in the 
autumn, but has been delayed and 
delayed again. There was plenty of 
time to get the figures right and for 
proper consultations with all the 
parties concerned. But no, just a 
muddle.

Without proper consultation with the 
traders and any thought given to how 
this will affect other shops and 
tourism in Ely, councillors are 
proposing to destroy one of the most 
important institutions in the city. All I 
can say is, thank goodness they are 


not responsible for the cathedral as 
well! 

It seems to me, especially in this 
harsh winter, that it must be very 
hard being a market trader at the best 
of times, so the thought of the 
council removing its support seems 
both short-sighted and shows a lack 
of joined-up thinking. It also goes 
totally against its own officer’s plans 
for increasing the specialist and 
Christmas markets on Sundays. As I 
understand it, half the Collectors’ 
Market traders and a third of those 
who take part in the Farmers’ Market 
will be forced to give up. 

I very much hope that other 
residents who believe the markets 
are an important part of Ely will let 
their councillors know loud and clear 
what they think. ADeC was saved 
partly because councillors were 
bombarded with emails. 

How could the council save money? 
Well, for a start, they should stop 
putting away thousands of pounds 
for a new leisure centre outside the 
city (which a lot of people think is in 
the wrong place anyway) and sell off 
the land, to help us through these 
difficult times.

More interviews 
with Cllr Brown 

Sir, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council leader, Fred Brown, really 
should appear on BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire more often as he 
was so entertaining last Thursday 
morning on the Jeremy Sallis 
Breakfast Show. 

I am intrigued as to how he can claim 
that an excellent survey undertaken 
about the Ely Markets by Jane Howell 
was not “scientific”. Presumably this 
was hearsay as he also claimed to 
have not read it. 

As someone employed in the 
marketing profession for more than 
30 years, during which time I have 
conducted or managed countless 
market research projects, I can assure 
Cllr Brown that Ms Howell’s 
methodology was perfectly scientific 
and valid. She comes from an 
impeccable market research 
background and her survey covered 
almost 100 per cent of the potential 
sample of the market traders on both 
the Thursday and Saturday markets, 
asked them straightforward, non¬ 
leading questions, and then 
presented objective analysis. 

I was also rather puzzled to hear Cllr 
Brown say he is not sure of the exact 
cost to the council of providing stalls 
to the market traders. The 2010/11 
budget proposals have been in 
preparation for many months, and 
are under discussion now. For our 
council leader, who was forewarned 
of the interview on the Breakfast 
Show, not to have the exact figures at 


his fingertips is surprising to say the 
least. 

At the council’s strategic development 
committee meeting, which I attended 
on January 19, the published costs for 
providing market stalls was £3,300 
each year. Under intense questioning, 
it emerged that this was for 
maintenance and that there was a 
further £28,000 in “people costs”. As 
£3,300 plus £28,000 does not add up 
to the £35-36,000 stated by Cllr Brown 
during the radio interview, one has to 
wonder where this new-inflated 
figure comes from. He also failed to 
tell us how much revenue the market 
generates for the council. 

It is clear from Ms Howell’s survey, 
and from my own discussions with 
many of the market traders, that the 
non-provision of stalls will lead to loss 
of diversity on Ely Market. It is simply 
not good enough to replace craft and 
collectibles stalls with general 
produce stalls, as that will make the 
Saturday market a virtual clone of the 
general Thursday market. This will 
have an impact on the number of 
visitors to the market, and a fall in 
revenue, not just for the market as a 
whole, but for many local shops and 
tourist attractions as well. 

As always, people like Cllr Brown 
know the price of everything and the 
value of nothing. Well, maybe that’s 
not entirely correct given his 
confusion over the budget. 

Here’s to many more BBC Radio 
interviews with Cllr Fred Brown, so 
that the people of East 
Cambridgeshire can hear for 
themselves whether he is a 
competent person to lead our council 
and make decisions that affect all our 
lives.

We all know that the contract offered 
to the GPs in 2006 is now seen as 
over-generous, though it had one 
saving grace in that it attracted more 
people into the profession, but was 
so highly priced that doctors from 
abroad are able to come over, paying 
for transport, temporary 
accommodation and agency fees, yet 
still find it worthwhile. 

Firstly, “calls throughout the night” is 
a emotive phrase that tell us nothing. 
My understanding is that the number 
of calls is quite acceptable to a duty 
doctor who, as part of a group, 
provides out-of-hours cover for one 
night every two weeks. 

Secondly, the health authority offered 
the GPs a choice, the GPs chose to 
hand the care of their patients over to 
an out-of-hours team, of which they 
knew nothing. 

Thirdly, your GP correspondent says 
that he has responsibilities for his 
patients, yes of course he does, but 
he does have the back-up of a large 
local hospital to confirm his 
diagnosis and provide X-rays or tests. 
The GP’s letter further ignores the 
fact that the average annual income 
of GPs is in excess of £107,000pa, 
some four times the average UK 
income. 

The GP chooses how many patients 
he can cope with and this determines 
his income, so high numbers are a 
choice. 

I would like your GP correspondent 
to be a little more up front and 
factual, and accept that his 
professions ensures that most nights 
he gets to sleep in his own bed, unlike 
many workers, such as lorry drivers 
who have nights away and many 
workers that have long commutes to 
the city and do it all for a fraction of 
the GP’s remuneration.

'Overnight 
vote count 
must stay’

AN MP has hit out at plans to put a 
general election count in Cambridge¬ 
shire on hold. 

Ely-based East Cambridgeshire District 
Council supervises the vote-counting for the 
South East Cambridgeshire constituency, which 
has traditionally taken place during the night 
after polling closes. 

But this time the council has decided to 
postpone the count until the following day. 

Sitting Conservative MP Jim Paice has urged 
the council to reconsider the move. 

He said: “It is a great pity. The drama and 
excitement of election night is a crucial part of 
the way in which the electorate can engage with 
the political process, and must be saved. 

“Traditionally counting begins almost as soon 
as the polls close on Thursday and continues 
through the night until the result can be 
announced. The candidates are entitled to a 
result as soon as possible, but more importantly 
so is the country.” 

Labour’s prospective parliamentary candidate 
for the seat, John Cowan, backed Mr Paice’s 
initiative. 

He said: “It is likely that this election will be 
close and delaying the count until the following 
day will cause unnecessary instability on the 
financial markets.” 

Lib Dem hopeful Jonathan Chatfield said the 
key issue was that the count was conducted “eff¬ 
iciently and accurately”, and added he was con¬ 
tent to leave the decision on when it was held to 
the council. 

John Hill, the council’s chief executive, said 
there were several reasons for postponing the 
count. These included the problem of “a 
considerable delay in receiving all the ballot 
boxes from the outlying polling stations”. 

He said: “Our experience of the recent county 
council elections, where the count was 
conducted on Friday morning, showed that re¬ 
ceiving, checking and preparing all the sealed 
ballot boxes for counting made for a more eff¬ 
ective and timely count.” 

He added: “There has been one further and 
very important fact¬ 
or in my deliber¬ 
ations: the arr¬ 
angements 
for the veri- 
ficat-ion of 
postal vot¬ 
es, which 
will oper¬ 
ate at this 
parliament¬ 
ary election 
for the first 
time. 

“Voter 
have the right 
to utilise their 
postal vote up to 
the close of poll, 
putting an 
additional 
administra¬ 
tive burden 
on an 
evening 
count.”

Littleport push 
for new school 


LITTLEPORT residents are 
keeping their fingers cross¬ 
ed after hearing East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is to get a new 
secondary school. 

The town has been highlighted 
as a possible site for the school, 
even though any new facility 
would not be opened until around 
2025. But community leaders 
insist Littleport would be the best 
place for it. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of 
the Littleport Society, said: “I have 
been saying this for more than 20 
years and we really are desperate 
for our own school. 

“Currently, more than 600 
students are bussed out of the 
town every day which is just mad. 

“Residents really, really want 
their own school and I believe it 
would really reunite the town.” 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil announced last week it was 
looking to provide the region with 
a new secondary school. 

With an estimated 5,900 new 
homes due to be built in East 
Cambridgeshire in the next 15 
years, the authority is looking to 
provide extra secondary school 
places.

Education officers say an 
additional 1,000 to 1,500 second¬ 
ary school places will be needed to 
cater for the children of families 
moving into new housing 
developments. 

The council has now launched a 
public consultation for people to 
have their say on three main 
options being proposed for the Ely 
and Littleport area. 

The first would be a new 
secondary school built in north 
Ely to serve Littleport and new 
developments to the north of the 
city. 

The second is for the facility to 
be built in Littleport to serve the 
communities there, as well as new 
developments to Ely’s north 

Alternatively, the school could 
be built in Littleport to serve 
Littleport, with an expansion of 
the City of Ely Community College 
and Witchford Village College. 

People will be consulted on the 
idea of expanding Soham Village 
College and Bottisham Village 
College. 

But leader of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, Fred Brown, 


who lives in Littleport, insists the 
town needs its own school. He 
said: “There is no doubt about it 
that Littleport would be the best 
place for this new school. 

“If it was to be built in Ely I don’t 
think it would be recognising the 
problems.” 

A council report said: “In 
September 2009, the county coun¬ 
cil agreed that a strategic review of 
secondary educational provision 
across East Cambridgeshire was 
required to ensure viable, sust¬ 
ainable and high quality 
secondary education provision, 
both now and in the future. 

“A comprehensive consultation 
programme is now under way.” 

A series of drop-in sessions 
have been organised, where 
anyone interested in the proposals 
can learn more. These will be held: 

■ today at Burwell Primary 
School; 

■ Robert Arkenstall Primary 
School in Haddenham on 
Wednesday, February 10; and 

■ Littleport Primary School on 
Thursday, February 11 

All sessions will run from 3-7pm 
on an informal basis, with display 
information and open discussion.

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Highways under 
fire over repairs 


DANGEROUS pot¬ 
holes in the region’s 
road are now being 
repaired following 
the recent cold snap. 

But the Highways 
Agency is being criticised 
for the way it has handled 
those in the Ely area. 

The Weekly News was 
bombarded with comp¬ 
laints when freezing temp¬ 
eratures earlier this year 
left some road surfaces 
seriously damaged. 

Motorists claimed the 
state of the A10 between 
Ely and Stretham was 
putting lives at risk as they 
were being forced to 
swerve to avoid the large 
craters. 

Other roads including 
Ely’s Lynn Road, Barton 
Road and Prickwillow 
Road were also badly 
affected, as well as the A10 
near Littleport. 

But residents are now 
furious with the way the 
emergency repairs have 
been carried out. 

Paul Jefford, of Ely’s 
High Barns, said: “As a 
daily user of the Littleport 
bypass, I simply have to

say something about the 
speed and quality of the 
repairs being undertaken. 

“It would seem that the 
large, tyre-wrenching pot 
holes are being left until 
last and instead the 
previously undetected 
linear cracking of the 
tarmac surface is attended 
to as a priority. 

“So now we not only 
have the joy of playing 
‘let’s dodge the craters’ as 
we drive but we now have 
a half mile of miniature 
sleeping policeman/ 
rumble strips to deal 
with.” 

Another furious resi¬ 
dent, Pam Stevens from 
Wilburton, said: “We have 
gone from having huge 
gaps all over the area’s 
roads to having large 
bumps. 

“The holes seem to have 
been turned into mini 
mountains, not simply 
filled in. 

“Motorists must be 
damaging their wheels 
left, right and centre.” 

The Highways Agency 


has said that each pothole 
costs an average of £30 to 
repair. 

Across Cambridgeshire, 
there were more than 
1,700 potholes reported 
during the cold spell. 

Harold Abrahams, from 
Witchford, wrote: “I’m sick 
of driving around East 
Cambridgeshire and 
almost bumping off the 
roads. 

“The council hasn’t just 
filled these potholes in, 
they have made sleeping 
policemen in the middle 
of them. 

“It’s just such an incon¬ 
venience.” 

Steve Dighton, the 
council’s area mainten¬ 
ance manager, said: “Due 
to an unprecedented 
number of potholes across 
Cambridgeshire, we are 
having to fill some of them 
in temporarily. 

“This may be causing 
some problems for mot¬ 
orists but we are having to 
do this before we fill them 
in permanently.

A SECONDARY school 
is launching a major 
road safety awareness 
scheme in memory of 
two students who have 
already lost their lives 
on the roads. 

The City of Ely Community 
College’s sixth form centre 
knows only too well what it is 
like to lose friends in car 
crashes. 

On January 14 last year, 
promising 17-year-old sixth- 
former Sarah Oldham died at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital foll¬ 
owing a horror crash. 

Miss Oldham, of The Row, 
Sutton, had been in a critical 
condition after being invol¬ 
ved in a crash at Mepal on 
the A142. 

The vehicle she was a pass¬ 
enger in ploughed into an 
electricity pylon. 

The driver of the vehicle, 
17-year-old Isaac Playford, 
was jailed for 21 months in 
November last year after 
pleading guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

He was reading a text on 
his mobile phone just mom¬ 


ents before the tragedy 

On October 22, another 
student, Samantha Clarke, 
18, was involved in a serious 
collision. 

Miss Clarke, of Main 
Drove, Little Downham, had 
to be cut free from her car 
after it collided with another 
vehicle on the B1141. 

But nine days later, after 
suffering head injuries in the 
collision, she lost her battle 
for life at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Mark Sirot-Smith, director 
of sixth-form studies at the 
college, said both of the girls’ 


deaths had a “devastating 
effect” on the whole school 
community. 

But teachers are hoping 
that the new road safety 
awareness scheme will help 
make students realise just 
how dangerous being out on 
the roads can be. 

The project was launched 
at the college on Tuesday. 

BSM driving instructors 
were on hand to teach 
learner drivers safety skills, 
the fire service was present to 
inform students about the 
risks involved and there were 
also demonstrations and 


simulations to show how 
crashes happen and how 
serious they can be. 

The college also launched 
a new initiative, sponsored 
by Cambridgeshire Advanced 
Drivers and Riders (CADAR), 
to offer students free RoSPA 
advanced driver tuition, 
which aims to teach them 
even more safety skills once 
they have passed their 
driving test. 

Staff held a bumper ball¬ 
oon release in memory of all 
those who have died or been 
injured on East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s roads over the past 12 
months, including Sarah and 
Samantha. 

Mr Sirot-Smith said: “We 
are really keen to kick-start 
this project. 

“Losing two students over 
the course of one calendar 
year has had a devastating 
effect on the college and is 
something none of us will 
ever forget. 

“But we want to try and 
make a difference and pre¬ 
vent it from happening 
again. 

“We want the students to 
realise that if they are safe on 
the roads they have a much 
greater chance of staying 
safe, full stop.” 


Passenger jailed 
over death crash 


AN ELY businessman is thought 
to be the first person in the UK 
to be jailed for causing death by 
dangerous driving, despite not 
being behind the wheel at the 
time of the crash. 

Millionaire John Nichols, 59, 
was jailed for fours years on 
Tuesday for causing the deaths 
of a Lincolnshire couple. 

A jury found him to be partly 
responsible for the death of a 
young couple in an horrific 
113mph crash on the AI be¬ 
cause, as the passenger, he 
could and should have pre¬ 
vented the tragedy. 

Nichols allowed fellow comp¬ 
any director and partner Mary 
Butres, 48, to drive them both 
back from a day at the races in 
Nottingham after they had 
been drinking wine. 

She later lost control of his 
Jaguar XJ8 when she hit stand¬ 
ing water on the Al at Great 
Ponton, near Grantham, Lines, 
at over llOmph in torrential 
rain. The Jaguar smashed into 
the Ford Fiesta of Mark 
Crompton, 20, and Jodie Brown, 
19, which had broken down 
near the central reservation. 

The couple, from Grantham, 
and Miss Brown’s brother Nick, 
who were walking away from 
the stranded car, were then 
themselves hit, Nottingham 


Crown Court was told. 

The impact was so powerful 
that Mr Crompton and Miss 
Brown were catapulted all the 
way on to the opposite carriage¬ 
way and killed. 

A later back-calculation of 
Butres’s blood-alcohol level 
showed she had been almost 
one and a half times the legal 
limit at the time of the crash. 

Last month Butres, of St 
Mary’s Street, Stamford, Lines, 
was jailed for seven and half 
years for two counts of causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

Nichols, the owner of a pack¬ 
ing firm BM Partnership Ltd of 
Ely, denied the same offences, 
claiming the crash was beyond 
his control but was convicted by 
a jury last year. 

Jailing him for four years 
Judge John Milmo, QC, said 
Nichols, of Manor Road, Carlby, 
had been aware Butres was over 
the drink drive limit and was 
driving far too fast. 

He also criticised Nichols’ 
aggressive behaviour towards 
police following the smash, and 
said: “The amount of alcohol 
you had consumed probably 
accounted for your odd behav¬ 
iour at the scene where you 
pretended to be a barrister and 
sought to interfere with the 
police in their investigations.”

HUNDREDS of villagers lined the 
streets last Friday to honour a 
young soldier who died in 
Afghanistan. 

Mourners at the funeral of 19-year-old 
Private Robbie Hayes were told of his 
dedication and good humour. 

During the ceremony he was given full 
military honours, including a volley of 
shots at his graveside. 

Soldiers formed a guard of honour 
outside St Mary’s Church in his home 
village of Burwell where around 500 
people attended the service - around 150 
of them listening to it on loudspeakers 
outside the church. 

The young member of the 1st Battalion 
The Royal Anglian Regiment was the first 
British soldier to die in Afghanistan this 
year when he was killed by an improvised 
bomb onlanuary3. 

His mother’s partner, Trevor Cox, said 
in a tribute at the service: “He was the 
bravest of the brave and a true hero.” 

His mother, Diane Baldwin, and his 
girlfriend lemma Redfarn gave tributes 
by reading poems. 

lemma concluded hers with the words: 
“I will love you always, your lemma with 
aj.” 

Robbie, a former pupil of Burwell 
Village College primary school and Bot- 
tisham Village College, was a keen 
sportsman. 

He played rugby for Newmarket and 
won an Army boxing championship at 
his first attempt.

DOCTORS who provide out-of-hours 
GP care will be closely monitored, 
health bosses have said. 

Maureen Donnelly, chairman of NHS 
Cambridgeshire, gave the assurances at a 
meeting to discuss the new out-of-hours GP 
service, which will be run by Camdoc from 
April 8. 

It follows the cancellation of a contract by 
Take Care Now last year, which ran out-of- 
hours care in East Cambridgeshire and Fen- 
land, following the death of 70-year-old David 
Gray in Manea. 

Mr Gray was injected with 10 times the 
recommended dose of painkillers by Dr 
Daniel Ubani, a Nigerian-born German doc¬ 
tor in February 2008. 

An inquest into Mr Gray’s death is currently 
being held at Wisbech Magistrates’ Court and 
will also examine the death of Iris Edwards, 
who died a day after Ubani treated her. 

Mrs Donnelly said it was illegal to suspend 
foreign doctors from their approved lists in 
light of European Union employment laws, 
but their lists would be tightly audited. 

She said: “It is for us to audit the list until the 
national rules are changed.” 

The comments were made at an NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire board meeting to discuss a two- 
month consultation on out-of-hours GP care. 
Camdoc, which has changed its name to 
Urgent Care Cambridgeshire, was chosen to 
run a county-wide contract earlier this month. 

However, there are concerns over its 
readiness to take over the contract, with NHS 
Cambridgeshire non-executive director Glenn 
Clark saying the firm had only just met 
procurement criteria for clinical and 
organisation excellence. 

Meanwhile, the Liberal Democrats have 
launched new proposals to tighten rules for 
foreign doctors. They say reforms should 
include a national language and competency 
test for every doctor wishing to work in the 
UK. 

Currently, only doctors from outside the 
European Economic Area have to pass English 
language and proficiency tests.

Tragic lighter 
flick In pocket 
killed smoker 


A PENSIONER set herself alight 
by accidentally igniting a cig¬ 
arette lighter in her pocket. 

An inquest into the tragic death of 72- 
year-old smoker Barbara Hardwick 
heard she was relaxing in an armchair 
when the accident happened. 

She reached into her pocket to get 
either her watch or glasses and acc¬ 
identally flicked the ignition of her 
lighter. 

Carers at the Baird Lodge care home 
near Ely - where she lived - rushed into 
her one-bedroom flat as soon as the fire 
alarms went off. They found her kneel¬ 
ing on her bed, covered in flames. 

The shocking incident happened on 
the evening of September 4 last year. 

Jean Burkett and Sharon Evans, both 
personal support workers at the home, 
were the first to find her. 

In a statement, Mrs Burkett said: “The 
whole of the living room was filled with 
thick smoke and I could see her re¬ 
clining armchair was alight. 

“We rushed inside and found Mrs 
Hardwick on her knees at the end of her 
bed. 

“Sharon said ‘Oh my god she’s on fire’ 
and we quickly wetted some towels and 
placed them over her. 

“She wasn’t panicking but asked us 
not to leave her.”

Firefighters rescued Mrs Hardwick 
alive from her flat but she died the 
following day in a specialist burns unit 
at Broomfield Hospital, Chelmsford. 

Pc Bruce Parcell, a specialist fire 
investigator for Cambridgeshire Con¬ 
stabulary, attended the scene. 

Speaking at the inquest, he said: “Fire 
crews arrived to find Mrs Hardwick on 
her bed with burns all over her body. 

“It appears that the cause of ignition 
was a cigarette lighter and that it was lit 
when it was in her pocket and she was 
sitting in her armchair at the time. 

“Spectacles, a wristwatch and the 
cigarette lighter were all found on the 
living room floor, which suggests that 
Mrs Hardwick panicked once she 
realised she was alight. 

“It appears she then moved through 
into the bedroom, dropping the items as 
she moved. 

“She was wearing cotton clothing, 
which is highly flammable.” 

Coroner Osbourne said Mrs Hard¬ 
wick’s medical cause of death was 
multiple organ failure due to smoke 
inhalation and extensive burns. 

He recorded a verdict of accidental 
death.

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68th bishop to captain Ship 
of the Fens yields the helm 



H E’S the Bishop of Ely, 
and he lives in a 
1,000-year-old house 
in the shadow of Ely 
Cathedral. But he is moving 
home, and like anyone else, 
he’s having a yard sale. 

After a decade heading one of 
the fastest-growing dioceses in the 
country, the Right Reverend 
Anthony Russell has decided to call 
it a day and head off into retirement. 
Might there be an unwanted mitre 
among the jumble, or a few surplus 
surplices? 

No, but Dr Russell admits he and 
his wife Sheila have been very busy 
packing their belongings into 
cardboard boxes for the move, 
which takes place in a fortnight’s 
time. 

He is going back to the area from 
which his family hails, Oxfordshire, 
and is swapping the grandeur of the 
ancient Bishop’s House, at one time 
a monastic refectory, for a small 
farmhouse in between Oxford and 
Thame. 

“That’s where my family comes 
from, and it will be nice to go back, 
although I am also sad to be leaving

Ely,” he said. “The farmhouse has 
been occupied by tenants while I 
have been Bishop of Ely, and in 
preparation for us moving back in, 
they have moved out. 

“It’s just an ordinary, rather small 
house, so as you can imagine, we 
are having to downsize considerably 
-hencethe yard sale.” 

Dr Russell became the 68th 
Bishop of Ely in the year 2000, 
following a 12-year spell as 
suffragan bishop in the Diocese of 
Oxford, and those 22 years as a 
senior churchman add up to one of 
the longest episcopal ministries in 
Britain. 

Coming from a farming family - 
the story goes that he was driving a 
tractor on the day he went off to 
theological college - he has been 
the perfect person to head the far- 
flung Ely diocese, which embraces 
Cambridge, Huntingdon, March and 
Ely itself, and sprawls across 1,500 
square miles of black fen 
landscape, as well as a bit of the 
Wash’s glutinous sand. 


He admits it was a little 
intimidating, arriving at the Ship of 
the Fens, 10 years ago. 

“At that stage I hadn’t had much 
to do with cathedrals - but then 
again, I was arriving as the 68th 
bishop, and there were 67 other 
people who had already had a go at 
it. I just wanted to make sure that on 
my watch, I moved things forward.” 

The consensus is that he has 
achieved that ambition. His hand on 
the tiller has been steady, and under 
his guidance, the biggest event in 
the cathedral’s recent history, its 
900th anniversary last year, was a 
major success. 

In the past year, he has also been 
keeping a watchful eye on the 
impact of the recession on the 
people of the diocese’s 350 
parishes. 

“Even somewhere like 
Cambridge, which speaks for itself, 
and prides itself on its recession- 
proof economy, has felt the effects,” 
he said. 

“And in fenland areas, many 


people have found it very hard, 
especially those in farming. My 
background is in farming, so I know 
how difficult it can be. 

“I can’t speak as an economist, 
and who knows if it will get better 
soon? One assumes it will. But the 
message from the Church to people 
who have been having a hard time 
is simple - there is more to life than 
the economy. Money can be short, 
but people can still be happy. 

“There’s no doubt that rural 
communities have been right at the 
sharp end, and on the agricultural 
side, while some parts are very 
strong, such as cereal growing, 
others are not. The real problems 
are in the dairy industry. It’s 
depressing to see how much milk is 
now imported from abroad. 
Supermarkets could do more to 
help local farmers. The degree of 
control and economic muscle they 
can flex is strong, and you hear 
terrible stories about loads of apples 
not being accepted because a 
couple of them are not perfect.” 


He speaks robustly too about the 
relevance of religion in the 21 st 
century. “I’m sure there are an 
enormous number of people who 
would like to see the Church 
change, but they are balanced by an 
enormous number who feel it 
should stick to its traditional ways. 

“The fact is that the Church plays 
an enormous role in community 
building. We keep hearing our 
communities are disintegrating, but 
in most parishes, with considerable 
skill, we are right there in the middle 
of things, while still maintaining 
traditions too. 

“Take somewhere like 
Cambourne, for example, where we 
opened a new church last year, or 
Hampton near Peterborough, where 
plans are also under way for a 
church. It is the Church that builds 
communities.” 

In retirement, he is likely to stay 
in touch with his agricultural roots. 
His eldest son - he has four grown¬ 
up children - manages a large 
estate in Berkshire. He is also sure 
to be much in demand, as most 
retired bishops are, as a participant 
in local church services in 
Oxfordshire.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

DEMOLITION work at the old 
Ely Chemical Company has 
begun. 

Diggers have been moved in to clear 
the Lisle Lane site - bringing Sainsbury’s 
one step closer to opening a store in the 
city. 

The developments come after the 
supermarket giant won approval from 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) to clear the brownfield site. 

Despite the works, there is still no 
guarantee that Sainsubry’s will build 
there. ECDC is expected to make a 
decision on a full application for a new 
supermarket in April. 

A spokesman for the authority said: 
“This work is being carried out after 
planning officers passed Sainsbury’s 
application to demolish and clear the 
site. 

“Whether the supermarket will be 
built there or not is a decision for the 
council’s planning committee to make in 
April.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, Sains¬ 
bury’s announced it wanted to build the 
major new supermarket on Lisle Lane in 
June last year. 

J Sainsbury PLC bosses say the new 
store would provide more choice for 
local shoppers. 

If passed, the development would also 
create more than 300 jobs for people in 
the local area. 

The multi-million-pound scheme 
includes a new customer restaurant, 
470-space car park to serve the city 
centre and supermarket shoppers and 
new cycle bays. 

Also planned are a shuttle bus service 
to and from Ely’s city centre, improved 
pedestrian links, new traffic lights and 
improved junctions close to the site, 
improved street lighting and a new 
community recycling centre. 

The plans have been widely welcomed 
by the local community, including John 
Bridge, chief executive of Ely Chamber 
of Commerce, who said the plans would 
provide a “win-win situation” for the 
city. 

Dreams of extension 
thwarted by inspector 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to demolish part 
of a house to make room for a new one 
have been thrown out for the second time. 

Graham Cole applied for planning 
permission in March 2009 to demolish an 
existing garage, bathroom and utility room 
at 7 Brook Lane, Stretham. 

In its place, he wanted to build a two- 
bedroom house and make further 
alterations to the existing property. 

But East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil refused planning permission in May. 

Mr Cole then launched an appeal with 
the Planning Inspectorate, however that 
has now been thrown out too. 

The appeal was dismissed over concerns 
about the effect the extension would have 
on the character and appearance of the 
dwelling. 

The effects on the area, street scene and 
living conditions of future occupiers were 
also cited when the appeal was rejected.

Set sail for 
tale of love 
on HMS 
Pinafore 


A TALE of love on the high seas can 
be heard this week with 
Cambridge University Gilbert and 
Sullivan Society’s new production of 
HMS Pinafore. 

This much-celebrated comic opera follows the 
fortunes of the eclectic crew aboard the saucy 
ship Pinafore. 

Josephine, the captain’s daughter, is in love 
with foremast lad Ralph Rackstraw, though her 
father has other plans for her future. For 
Josephine has also caught the eye of the Lord of 
the Admiralty, Sir Joseph Porter, who would be 
an excellent catch for any young lady. 

As Josephine faces the choice between head 
and heart, as well as the restraints of social 
convention, several more characters - from 
meddling relatives and horn-piping sailors to 
crafty sea-dogs - are added to the mix to ensure 
the captain has his hands full keeping order on 
deck. 

Filled with music, laughs and sparkling 
dialogue, HMS Pinafore has been delighting 
audiences worldwide for over a century. This 


latest version transports the action from its 
original Victorian setting to the buzz of the roaring 
20s. 

The production is helmed by professional 
director Poppy Burton-Morgan, whose CV 
includes work for The Old Vic, The Almeida, The 
English National Opera and Shakespeare’s Globe. 

“In my - admittedly rather eclectic - theatrical 
career to date I have directed everything from 
Shakespeare to opera, burlesque to puppetry, but 
Gilbert and Sullivan was a first for me so when I 
was approached to direct a production of HMS 
Pinafore, I jumped aboard,” says Poppy. “Until 
this month I actually lived on a Dutch barge on 
the Thames so I couldn’t say no to the chance to 
direct a show set on a boat and show off the 
extent of my nautical knowledge. 

“Without wanting to rock the boat too much in 
bringing a radical new vision to this Victorian 
classic, I chose to transpose the action from the 
1870s to the 20th century - the interwar years - 
giving us a ship full of gallant naval veterans.

The big film 



EDGE OF DARKNESS (15,116 
mins) Thriller. Mel Gibson, Ray 
Winstone, Danny Huston, Bojana 
Novakovic, Jay O Sanders. 
Director: Martin Campbell. 

POLITICAL intrigue and corporate 
skulduggery comes in Martin 
Campbell’s slick reduction of the 
1985 BBC mini-series, Edge Of 
Darkness. 

Adapted for the big screen by 
William Monahan and Andrew 
Bovell, the film version of Edge Of 
Darkness condenses six episodes 
of suspense into an engrossing 
two hours, transplanting the cat 
and mouse thrills to Boston. 

Campbell directed the original 
television series and has since 
proved his mettle with big budget 
blockbusters including The Mask 
Of Zorro and Casino Royale. 

His credentials with high-octane 
action sequences come in useful 
for the sporadic set pieces here, 
including a couple of blood- 
spattered shoot-outs. 

The orchestrator of the carnage 
is homicide detective Thomas 
Craven (Gibson), a veteran of the 
Boston Police Department, who is 
looking forward to a visit from his 
24-year-old daughter, Emma 


(Novakovic). A happy reunion 
turns to tragedy when a masked 
assassin guns down Emma on the 
steps of the family home, taking a 
bullet many believe was meant for 
her old man. 

Consumed with grief, Thomas 
shuns support from fellow 
detective Whitehouse (Sanders), 
preferring to investigate his 
daughter’s murder on his own 
terms. 

Anguish turns to incredulity as 
the cop uncovers his daughter’s 
secret life as an activist. 

As Craven edges closer to the 
truth and Emma’s involvement in 
the Northmoor research facility 
run by Jack Bennett (Huston), 


the government hires shadowy 
figure Darius Jedburgh 
(Winstone) to silence the 
renegade detective. 

However, the enigmatic 
Jedburgh has his own agenda. 

Edge Of Darkness begins at a 
canter but slows noticeably in 
the plot-saturated middle act 
when Craven experiences 
beatific visions of his daughter 
from childhood. 

Gibson has played the 
embattled father before in 
Ransom and he weeps 
convincingly here, when he’s not 
beating up shady individuals 
who stand between him and the 
identity of Emma’s killer.

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Compost quality is still a 
mixed bag, research finds 


T here is still huge 

disparity between the 
quality of different 
composts on the market, 
according to new research. 

Gardeners may be wasting 
their money on products which 
produce small, sickly looking 
plants, according to trials by 
Which? Gardening. 

B&Q Multipurpose, B&Q 
Sowing and Cutting composts 
and consistent performer New 
Horizon Organic and Peat Free 
Growbag all received Best Buys 
for seed sowing composts. 
Meanwhile, B&Q Multipurpose, 
B&Q John Innes No 2 and 
Westland West & Multi Purpose 
Compost were given Best Buys 
for growing on small plants.

However, Which? Gardening 
awarded Don’t Buys to two 
composts - Homebase 
Multipurpose Peat-Free and Vital 
Earth Seed & Cutting Compost. 
Both these products performed 
poorly overall in the seed sowing 
tests, with less than 40 per cent of 
seeds germinating when sown in 
these products. 

Richard Gianfrancesco, head of 
research for Which? Gardening , 
says: “One of the best things a 
gardener can do to help seeds or 
plug plants do well is grow them 
in good-quality compost, but 
with so many different products 
on sale it can be really tricky to 
know which one to choose. 

“As our rigorous research has 
shown, choose well and young 
plants should thrive, but pick the 
wrong compost and you could 
end up with plants that either 


look sickly and unhealthy, or 
simply don’t germinate at all.” 

Of course, the other option is 
to make your own seed compost 
which will save you money. It can 
be made out of organic 
ingredients such as leaf mould, 
coir and loam. 

Seed composts should be well 
aerated and warm. They should 
be soil-less and consist of equal 
parts of fine textured bulking 
material such as coir and fine 
sand, which ensures effective 
drainage and aeration for 
germinating seeds. 

Ingredients should contain 
little in the way of additional 
fertilisers, as seeds don’t like high 
nutrient levels and may not 
germinate in rich mixtures. 

One recommended recipe is 
one part leaf mould, one part grit 
cleaned from gutters, plus small 
amounts of used house plant 
compost with perlite. 

However, two-year-old leaf 
mould is perfect to use on its own 
as a seed compost, says Heather 
Jackson, project co-ordinator at 
Garden Organic, the UK’s leading 
organic growing charity. 

“You can’t make seed compost 
out of your normal compost as it 
will be too high in nutrients. The 
ideal growing medium for seeds

is two-year-old leaf mould, which 
is spongy, light, low in nutrients, 
keeps moist and you don’t have 
to sieve it.” 

Another alternative is to collect 
molehill soil, which is very fine 
but fairly weed-free and not 
nutrient rich, she adds. Mix that 
with grit and it should make a 
good seed compost. 

It is also possible to re-use 
home-made seed compost for 
another crop once your seedlings 
have been pricked out, she adds.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Hellebore

possible that the money alloc¬ 
ated to the scheme will run 
out before then. 

The Government-backed 
initiative has proved hugely 
successful for the trade and the 
public alike, accounting for a fifth 
of new car registrations since its 
inception last May. 

The £2,000 discount for a traded- 
in older car sparked a 39 per cent 
sale rise in December when 
compared to the same month in 
2008, but it was always due to be 
curtailed at the end of February 
and it now looks possible that not 
all customers who order their new 
car before February 28 under the 
scheme will receive the discount. 

“Potential buyers are advised 
that they have to put their name 
down at the dealership before 
February 28,” says SMMT (Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders) media manager Jon Viss- 
cher, “and if they don’t do that then 


they are not going to be entitled to 
any scrappage subsidy. 

“Even if they do get their name 
down, they might not get the 
scrappage money if the money 
runs out before the end of the 
month.” 

The Government allocated £400 
million to get the scheme going, 
and this fund is now depleted by 
the 360,000 new car customers 
who have taken advantage of the 
offer. 

“We anticipate this year will be 
another tough year,” says Visscher 
of the post-scrappage market, 
citing the VAT increase to 17.5 per 
cent as another concern to car 
retailers. 

“But we think manufacturers will 
be able to plan more evenly during 
the year.”

Automobiles Is formed 


GENERAL Motors and Spyker 
Cars NV this week confirmed 
that they have reached a 
binding agreement on the 
purchase of Saab Automobile 
AB. 

“Today’s announcement is 
great news for Saab employees, 
dealers and suppliers, great 
news for millions of Saab 
customers and fans worldwide, 
and great news for GM,” said 
John Smith, GM vice- president 
for corporate planning and 
alliances on Wednesday. 

“General Motors, Spyker 
Cars, and the Swedish 
government worked very hard 
and creatively for a deal that 
would secure a sustainable 
future for this unique and 
iconic brand, and we’re all 
happy for the positive 
outcome.” 

As part of the agreement, 
Spyker intends to form a new 
company, Saab Spyker 
Automobiles, which will carry 
the Saab brand forward. The 
sale will be subject to 

customary closing 
conditions, 
including receipt of 
applicable 
regulatory, 
governmental and 
court approvals. 

Other terms and 
conditions specific 
to the sale will be 
disclosed later. 

The Swedish 
government is at 
present reviewing 
the transaction and 


the related request for 
guarantees of a Saab Auto¬ 
mobile loan that has been 
requested from the European 
Investment Bank. Assuming 
quick action, the transaction is 
expected to close in mid- 
February, and previously 
announced wind-down 
activities at Saab will be im¬ 
mediately suspended, pending 
the close of the transaction. 

“Throughout the 

negotiations, GM has always 
had the hope to find a solution 
for Saab that would avoid a 
wind down of the brand,” 
added Nick Reilly, president, 
GM Europe. “We’ve worked 
with many parties over the past 
year, including governments 
and investors, and I’m very 
pleased that we could come to 
such a good conclusion, one 
that preserves jobs in Sweden 
and elsewhere. GM will 
continue to support Saab and 
Spyker on their way forward.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
